What as Been Done, and How to Com..
plote the Work,

Mr. Edward Atkinson has written another
instructive letter to the New York Evening Post,
showing that of the $4,000,000,000 which the
war cost, we have already pad $1,515,000,000
and that we have every reason (0 take coarage
from what we bave done, apd go on to %he
speedy payment of the last doliar of our nuti oual
debt. Mr. Atlknsopn seys:—

In 1857 the total dabt of the UTnited Statie was
about $20,000,000, This debt sieadily Inareased
during the admiuistration of James Bugchansn,
while that bonorable Democrat, Howoll Cobb,
since traitor, and now agaln & s’hiumg hizht in
ihe Democratio patty, was Secretary of the
Treasury. In 1860 the debt amoutited to o little
more than $60,000,008, The proceeds of the
loane raised were applied by those distinguished
Democrats, Floyd, Toucey, and Thompsou, to
the arming and equipping of the Southern States
to prepare them for rebellion. This sum
is therelore part and parcel of the debt which
the Democratic party have entuiied upon the
country, xnd Is u purt of Lhe cestof Lhe war.
The war began in April, 1861, Duaring the next
quarier the whole reveuue, other than from
losne, was lees than $6,000,000, which sumn

It follows that we nave actually
ralsed by texation, and pald
towards Lthe cost of the war, the
sum of weeens 31,8515,000,000

besides paying all our peace expenses, This

poyment has been made in seven aud a quarter
years, aud amounts to three-eighthis the entire
cost of ithe war. Tobe taxes lrom which the pay-
ments have been made have been levied almost
exclugively upon the Joyal States, and during
four of the seven and a quarter yeara the moat
effective portion of their population wias with-
drawn from prodactive indusiry snd enzaged
¢u the destroctive occupation of war. At the

ame time the disloynl States were expending
their who'e force 1 resistance under the lead of
Wade Hampton, Forrest, Toombs, Cobb, and
Blepbens, who are now, as leaders of the
Democratic party, attempling to nangurale
another revolution, Aund in order tocripple the
Governmeut, and preveat the loyal States irom
obtaioing the mesus to put them down, they
have forced the tinancial issue tnto the conflict,
and are epdeavoriug to destroy the credit of the
counlry, For this purpose they proposc whut
they call the puyment of our bouds in other
bonds bearing no interest, ayvulling themselves
of what they allege to be the letter of the law,
When the dire necessity of war, and the refusal
ol Horutio Beymour and other rich Democrats
to sub aribe for cur bonds, made it necessary tor
the Republican Qongress to collect a forced
loan, which they did by the 1ssoe of the legal
tender notes, Pendleton and his disloyal
ass0c ates opposed  Lhe because they
kuew it would enable the wovernment
t> conduet the war #  successful
jstne, Now they avall themselves of tha
satme act to destroy the power which was main-
tained by Southern Rebels, with the conuivance
of Horatlo Beymour, who is too wenk and timid
to take the lead, but submite himself to be the
puppet in the hands of bolder men.

f the sum of $2,213,000,000 raised by taxa-
tion since the war begun, the larger portion has
bien paid since the war ended, 1o three and a
quarter years, from April 1. 1866, to June 30,
1808, we ralsed $1,540 068,583, But as this bur-
den of taxation of nearly $500,000,000 a year
has proved too great for our present condition,

I msk, ehouid we uot take courage and spealily
complete the payment of our debi, which we
bave so gloriously begun? If in time of war
suoh has been our record, shall we faller now
and sink dinﬂwed and dishopored into frand
and bapkruptey ?

Has this enormous contribution been at the
eost of our prosperity?! Far trom it, I will
sgain cite the evidence of David A, Wellg, as 1
did in my former speech:—

tences, thus concluding:—1 have spoken of the
importance ol this contest, and the measurcless
vilue of victory to the Republican party as the
purly of loyaity and peace—ihe parly that
secme, under the providence of God, to be in-
trusted with the salvation of the Ameri-
can Union.

REMARKABLE WOUNDS.

Curiouk Cases of Recovery.

A vorrespondent of the Milwaukee Bentinel
gives an seoonunt of remarkable cases of recovery
from gunshot and other wounds:

‘‘Several years ago, In Milwaukee, a drunken
man disturbed a German military faneral pro-
cession one Sunday aiternoon, A policeman
who was In the procession handed his rifle to a
comrade, and stepped up the man and sought to
Eml{ him, The policeman had hardly resumed

is place In the ranks when the ruffian again
became violent: further remonstrance avalled
nothing, and the man was arrested and placed
in the gustody ot & constable, to bs taken to the
station house in & hack, After erossing Spring
strect bridge the prisoner broke away from the
constable, knocking the latter down, and was
escaping, when the news was taken to the sta-
l1mu that ‘a man Lhad killed a policeman and was
flying.’

"'Sewrnl officers stacted in pursuit. The flying

man had seized an axe, and, brandishing it,
threatened death to any one that attempted to
take bim. Aflter one or two attempts to effect
his capture he got nway, and wins running when
he was shot, It was tound the bullet had struck
low down the back, and had passed througn the
mun, aud, on further examination, it was found
Just {mbedded under the ekin, almost directly
opposite the polut of entrance; the bullet was
g0 near the surface that o slight incision with a
lancet was made and the burl fell on the Hoor,
A few days atlerwards the man was discharged
trom the Hospltal as well apparently as ever.
Beveral years afterwards the man gtated to the
writer that he felt no foconvenience frow the
wound,
B A very few days after the occurrence a Ger-
man attempted sulcide by shootlug Dimself in
tne forebend, just nbove the nose, with & horse
pistol, The ball appeared to have glancad and
FIIHE(‘“ completely round the skull, ns was seen
by the mark under the skin, and énme out within
one nod three-quarters of an inch of the hole
where it went fn, The German, though badly
disfigured by the two woupnds mude by the
bullet, aud the marke of powder on his face,
completely recovered, and was living ten years
alter the occurrence,

“Q1ill another remarkable recovery from a
wound is worthy ol note, A German luborer
wus waylald on the track of the Mississipni Rall-
road, and most brutally beaten, Besides other
sevele injuries, the man's skull was crushed in
on the top of lus head. S0 badly was the skall
broken that several pieces were tnken out by
the physician that sattended him. The persons
who committed the deed were arrested on a
charge of assault with intent to kill, and held to
awnlt the recovery, or, what was considered hy
fur the most probable. the death of the assaalted
man. Within a month atter the occarrence the
complainant came iuto the Police Court aud
gave his evidence, evidently ‘retaining all his
senses, and with all his racnities about him.'
But whit wia the most singular was the fnet
that the Jurge hole In the man’s head permittoed
the netion of the brain to be clearly seen as it
roso and fell with the pulsations, and by the
npplyive of the ear to the hole a sound was
distinetly heard like the puffiog of a steam
enezine. The man got well, aud he too was alive
for yours allerwards,”

A Sallor Driven Mad by a Mesmerist,

Toe Newenstie (Eopgland) Jouwrnal tells this
story:—**An exiraordinary incident occurred on
Thursday vight Iast, showing the danger of ex-
perimenting with mesmerism, On that evening
4 young sailor, who, with some shipmates, was
lodging st the l"m-rlyl Hotel, Sunderiand, was
stunding atthe bar, when a man named McKenzie
commenced some mesmeric passes, and the
young mAn being extremely susceptible, he was

go0on in o state of coma, In this state ha Wiks
COmpletely At the witl o1 the Operator, Aud was

unable to move except by McKenzie's permis-
sion, Whoether McKenzie was unable to restore
the man 1o cousciousness or not, we cannot say,
Flis statement Is that he took him to the epen
air, and he revived: but it np}n'-:ma McKenzie
left the house, while his *subject’ remained in a
half-unconscious state for some time, and ulti-
mutely became very ill.  His comrades had to
sit up with him until 3 o'clock in the morning,
when he fell asleep.  When ronsed st breaklast
time he auHoured 1o be still laboring uoder the
eflects of the mysterious passes, bocame exceed-
ingly excited, and talked with all the lucohe-
rence of 4 perzon insane,

“iAg the duy wore on he beeame worse, and 8o
dangerous that his comrades determined 1o
take him to Mr, Morgan's, in Monk wearmouth,
tor hie advice, On their attempting to cuter
the ferry landing the young sailor rusbed into
the water, and wanted to walk across the river,
Ultimately they reached Mr. Morgan’s house,
to find that gentlemun abgent iu Scotland, On
returning buck the mesmerist's victim became
more and more excitable, until at last he
made hus escape, and after performiog a nnm-
ber of most extravagant actiops, climbed up a
spout like a cat on to the roof of u two-storied
bouse, and walked along the ridge, while his
shipmales stood below expectiog every momeunt
he would be dashed to preces, It is stated that
on the previous evening, while working on
with him, McKenzie said he would have to go
on the top of a house, and the influence still
remaining on the yoang man’s mind, he had
obeyed the impulse. At last he wns coaxed
down, but was in 80 dangerous a condition that
he wus removed to the workhouse with all the
appearayce of insanity about him,

*Later on the ¢evening the police got hold of
McKenzie, who, in the preseunce of Mr. Stainsby,
denicd that he kuew snything of mesmerism,
but after that gentleman had severely pressed
bim he admitted he knew the mode of bringing
the man out, and he was zeut 1o the workhouse
to try the effect of his curative powers ou his
‘patient,’ When he got there, however, he
found that the doctor had given hm a slecping
draught, aud he wae not permilted to do any-
thing with him."

The New Franco-American Telegraph
Line~The Concension to the Company
Complete,

By Atlantio Cable.

Parig, Bept. 26.—The Moniteur of this city
announces officially this morniog that the Gov-
ernment concessions lately granted 1o favor of
MM, Erlasger and Reuter, of the Franco.
Anmerican Telegraph Company, authorlzing them
to lay a submarine telegraph cable betweeu
France and America, under certain reserved
conditions, has become definitive and complete,
capital to the amount of 27,500,000f.—the main
coudition =having been subscribed for the
undertaking, The concession for this great
work bears date July 6, 1868, and confers the
privilege of laying and working submarine tele-
graphs between France and the United States,

The cable will, us at present proposed, be laid
in two sectione; the first lrom Brest to the
French igland of Bt Pierre, off Newloundland;
the second from Bt, Pierre either to New York
dircet or to o point between Boston aud New
York, with a special line to New York. The
length of the cable is as follows:—First seclion,
from Brest to St, Plerre, 20256 miles; second sec-
tion, frow 8t, Pierre to the United States, about
722 miles. Total, 3047 miles, A contract hug
been entered into with the Telegraph Construc-
tion and Maintenance Company to manufactare
and lay this eable for the sum of £020,000,

The financial calcolations and scientific ex-
perlments ot the new company eet forth the fol-
lowing results:—The power of transmission of
the cable is estimated at o minimum of twelve
words per minute, which, allowing tfourteen
hours a day for waste time and only ten hours a
day for actoal work, and taking three hundred
working days in the year, gives, at the rate of
£2 per message, an annusl wmcome of £432,000,
The working expenses of the line ure calculated
al £30,000 per annum.

In connection with this enterprise it s inte-
resting to state that the Freuch despatch boat

Travailleur, from Roclie ort, has been ordered to
the Mediterranean to assist in laying down the
submarine cable to connect the telegraphic lines
of Algeria with the coasts of Fraunce,
